By the time a few have had 
the courage to do so, terror will be struck to the 
hearts of other nagging wives, and it will be 
necessary only for a husband to say: 

“If you don’t shut up, I'll have you sent before 
»udge Pollard to take the nagging pledge.”’ P 


HOME PLEDGES T0 FOLLOW. 


With the fate of other women before her, many 
a wife will be glad to sign such a pledge -without 
the painful necessity of having a Judge wit- 
ness it. 

As the Pollard plan nana to other police 
courts and other cities, we may expect to hear of 
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ante-nuptial contracts with a no-nagging clause, 
or of wedding ceremonies where the bride, after 
the promise ‘“‘to love, cherish and obey,” adds 
“and not to nag.” “ 

To be, sure, this is more or less speculation. 
Judge Pollard, who originated the idea, says he 
hardly expects it to go so far as has just been 
suggested. But he didn’t foresee, when he orig- 
inated his now internationally famous temperance 
pledge, that it would go around the world as it 
has done, and would be indorsed by the British 
Parliament. 

Whatever it may do toward correcting nagging 
women, Judge Pollard will be disappointed if his 
new plan does not abate one other nuisance. This 
is the nagging man. Judge Pollard believes there 


are aboyt as many naggers in trousers as there 
are in petticoats, and the nagging pledge gives 
him an extra strong dose for this class of men. 

“I'll make them take the nagging pledge and 
the temperance pledge, too, if they drink,” said 
the Judge in describing his plan to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

MEN HAVE BAD TEMPERS. 

“Not that all nagging men drink. Some of the 
worst male scolds never touch a drop. It’s just 
pure bad temper, and their nagging is enough to 
drive a woman to distraction. - 


“When a man is nagged, he can grab his hat 
and go out, unless his wife takes his hat away 
from him. But when a woman is nagged, she has

“The man who drinks, or is shiftless and a bad 
provider, has a certain amount of nagging coming 
to him, and I can’t be very severe on a woman 
who scolds under such circumstances.

2.—The first 
Oklahoma State Legislature will have 
issues before it involving at least $60,- 
000,000 in addition to many other mat- 
ters of importance affecting citizenship 
rights.

Under the Constitution the members 
of the first Legislature can draw salary 
for a 169-Gay session. 

The $.,000,000 appropriated by Congress 
in the enabling act as a gift to the 
Oklahoma school fund must be dis- 
posed of or invested by the first Legis- 
lature. Oklahoma ‘Territory has in ad- 
dition school lands valued at $30,000,000, 
and an effort will be made to sell them 
Murray Urges Coal Land Purchase. 
William Hf. Murray of Tishomingo, 
who was president of the constitutional 
convention, and the members of the con- 
atitutional convention machine now in, 
charge of the Democratic party, which 
will control the new State for at least 
three years, favor the purchase by the 
State of the segregated coal and asphalt 
lands in Indian Territory at an esti- 
mated cost of $17,000,000.

| LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 2.—The State 
mpaign in Kentucky, which was prac- 
lly closed today, has been one of the 

t heated in the history of this com- 
nweaith, which is saying a good deal, 

nee the State is much given to torrid 
lities, The result in Kentucky will 
Jrobably have a wider national signifi- 
dance than any other State election, as 

it is the only campaign in which national 
leaders have taken part, and in which 
national issues have been strongly fea- 
tured, 

The campaign in behalf of the Repub- 
licans was opened by Secretary of War 
Taft and a tour of the State was made 
by Vice-President Fairbanks. Two vis- 
its into the State were made by William 
Jennings Bryan, his last tour being 
completed Thursday of this week. 

The address of Secretary Taft was 

delivered early in the campaign and will 
probably not have a great influence upon 
the vete, but both Fairbahks and Bryan 
were heard toward the close of the fight 
and both succeeded in arousing the most 
intense enthusiasm. There is no ques- 
tion but the largest vote in the history 
of the State will be polled, and it is 
the belief of impartial observers that 
the céntest will be extremely close. Both 
sides are absolutely confident of vic- 
tory. 

The Democratic state campaign chair- 
man claims thet the majority of Judge 
S. W. Hager, 
for Governor, will reach 2,000, while the 








Republicans claim that a. E. Wilson,’ 


the Republican gubernatorial nominee 
will win by from 10,000 to 15,000. Indl- 
cations favor the Democrats and it is 
practically certain that they will con- 
trol the Legislature, which will in- 
sure the election of Gov. Beckham to 
the United States Senate. 

Intense interest. is felt throughout the 
State in the result of the municipal eleo- 
tion in Louisville.

PRIMARY LAW I 
WORRYING COUNTY 


Politicians Want to Know How 
Many Members Party Cam- 
mittees Will Have. 








QUESTION IS NOT SETTLED 





Attorney-General Asked to Define 
Meaning of Statute Which 
Is Vague. 





St. Louis County politicians are wor- 
ried over the construction of that part 
of the new primary election law which 
relates to the choosing of party commit- 
tees in counties, and Attorney-General 
Hadley has been asked for his opinion, 

Whether the County Committee will 
consist of but one member from each 
township, as was originally believed to 
be the meaning of the law, or will in- 
clude the ward committeemen from the 
various towns located in the county is 
the principal point on whicn the advice 
of the Attorney-General has been 
sought. The law reads, ‘“‘Each County 
Committee, composed of the various 
ward and township committeemen,”’ etc., 


committeemen in the various incorpo- 
rated towns are equally members of the 
County Committee with the township 
committeemen. 

The old law allowed one committeeman 
in each voting precinct, giving St. Louis 
County 36 committeemen. On first in- 
vestigation of the new law it was 
thought that but one committeeman 
from each township was allewed, which 
would mean five in the county. Further 
snvestigation of the language of the law 
has led to a growing belief that the 
ward committeemen are to be members 
of the County Committee. 

Incorporated towns in St. Louis Couna- 
ty are Kirkwood, Webster Groves, Fer- 
guson, Florisant, Bridgeton, Fenton and 
University City, the legality of the in- 
corporation of the last named now being 
questioned in the courts. Of these Kirk- 
wood, Webster Groves, Ferguson and 
University City have four wards each, 
Florisant and Bridgeton each three, In 
Fenton no attention hag been paid to the 
incorporation for many years and the 
division into wards is not recognized in 
elections. 

According to many county politicians 
each of these city wards is entitled to 
a representative on the County Commit- 
tee, making the number at least 29 in- 
Stead of five, as was at first supposed 
when the new law went into effect. 
Members of the Republican Good Gov- 
ernment League and the County Law 
Enforcement Association are anxious to 
have the law construed so that they 
may know whether committeemen are to 
be elected from the various wards. 

In the campaign last November the 
Good Government League proved es- 
pecially strong in the towns and if ward 
committeemen are to be members of the 
County Committee their strength will be 
greatly increased thereby.

“The subterfuge adopted by Mr. San- 
ders leaves me no course but to state 
the facts and leave them to the judg- 
ment of my, fellow citizens.

Sanders I have in my possession preof 
of their absolute veracity which, at the 
proper time, I shall disclose to the pub- 
ic. That these facts are true and the 
proofs of the same exist as well, and 
thoroughly known to Mr. Sanders at 
the time of his denial thereof.

STATE BANKS IK 
STRONG CONDITION 


Latest Reports Show Gain in Re- 
sources and Deposits Over 
Last Year. 








Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2.—Secre- 
tary of State Swanger, under whose su- 
pervision is the State Banking De- 
partment, is authority fer the statement 
that the condition of the banking insti- 
tutions in Missouri today shows a 
marked improvement ever that of a 
year ago. 

While the Secretary of State and the 
entire force of examiners and clerks in 
the banking department have kept in 
close touch with the situation, princi- 
pally in St. Leuis and Kansas City, dur- 
ing “the recent financial flurry, Mr. 
Swanger says he has not felt uneasy. 

With very few exceptions, according 
to an official of the banking depart- 
ment, every financial institution in the 
State is in better cendition than a year 
ago. 

: Great Gains Shown. 
The latest reports received were on 


the condition at the close of business 
Aug. 22. At that time the total resources 
of all banking institutions in the State, 
national and State banks and trust 
companies, showed an increase in total 
resources over July 10, 1906, of $73,481,- 
354.29: an inerease in deposits of $61,- 
560,998.19, and an increase in capital of 
$8,838,580. 

On the date of the latest reports the 
1129 banking institutions of the State 
had a total capital of $78,017,390, com- 
pared with $69,178,810 for 1906; deposits of 
$557,755,074.13, compared with $496,194, - 
075.94 for 1906, and total resources of 
$736,562,960.88, compared to $663,081,606.59 
ter 1906.

Misguided Members Will Find 
Themselves No Richer 
Than Before. 








“PIRATES” ARE HAPPY 





System of Extraction Extends 
From Tips to Renting 
Buildings. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Members of 
Congress who have been in Washington 
selecting 


recently for the purpose of 


homes for themselves and their families 
during the coming long session of Con- 
gress are beginning to wonder whether 
they can do as well financially on their 
new salaries of $7500 a year as they did 
up to March 4 last; previous to which 
time they got only $5000 a year from 
their Uncle Samuel. 

Washington is one of the best towns 
in the United States for devising ways 
and means for separating a man from 
his money. It is not only essentially a 
residential town, but it is. also a ‘‘six- 
months’ town. A large part of Wash- 
ington'’s population is transient. Prac- 
tically every person who comes to WaS8h- 
ington to do business with Congress, 
whether as a member or otherwise, goes 
away when Congress adjourns. 

It is this class of people, together with 
the ‘milllonaires of the country, who are 
rapidly coming to Washington for the 
winter festivities, that make Washing- 
ton. They are the food and glrink of 
the town not only for the six months 
or so they are here, but also for the 
other six months. Prices in Washington 
are not ‘only regulated to meet these 
“six-month’’ conditions, but they are 
made like railroad rates—‘‘as heavy as 
the traffic will bear.’’ 

In Grasp of Landlords. 

Last spring every member of Con- 

gress thought he saw in an increase of 
his salary of 50 per cent delivery from all 
the attendant evils of a salary inadequate 
to - meet the constant demands made up- 
on them. They reckoned without their 
host and ‘‘host’’ in this sense {ts to be 
accepted literally in Washington. ‘‘Mine 
host’’ in Washington, literally translated, 
means ‘‘youv are his.’’ No sooner had 
“mine host,’”’ were he hotelkeeper or 
landlord, heard of the riches which had 
been voted by the innocent member of 
Congress to himself, than he laid a deep 
plot to separate him from his money. 
The details of the plot wil] be revealed 
when the Congressmen. assemble in De- 
cember, Rent and board will be raised 
on threé-fourths of them. 
Reference to a _  conspiraey among 
Washington landlords may be taken as 
1 joke, but the fact remains that {t is 
no joke to the people of Washington 
who are not landlords. The system now 
being applied to: the members of Con- 
gress down to the Government clerks 
who have reached that point in wisdom 
gained by experience where they no 
longer acquaint their hosts of prospec- 
tive or actual raises in their salaries. 


100,000 Want Tins. 


Washington servants may not be ac- 
quainted with the term ‘“‘backsheesh”’ 
and they may never stoop to use the 
term ‘“‘tip.’’ but they are star speci- 
mens of all those two institutions imply. 
There are more than a hundred thousand 
negroes in Washington, a large majority 
of whom are employed as household 
servants and in other menial capaci- 
ties. 

No one knows the state of a pocket- 
book better than they do. A poor man 
may be assured of service given grudg- 
ingly as though he were the cause of 4 
loss of time and money to the servant. 
Let him undergo a change in financial 
condition for the better, however, and 
the exasperating manner in which the 
servants of Washington will hang on 
Lis heels would almost drive an ordinary 
man to drink. 

Nowhere is the ruinous practice of tip- 
ping carried to such an extent as right 
here in Washington, and the casual visi- 
tor of moderate means, of whem theu- 
sands come to Washington every year, it 
has become almost unendurable. 

Real Estate Combines. 


A real estate ring holds Washington 
by the throat. Houses have been known 
to stand idle in Washington for two 
years at a stretch because the owners 
would not reduce the rent to a fair 
price. In the end it is probable that 
the price will be got by the owner. 
Homeseekers are not the only suf- 
ferers in this respect. The people of 
ihe whole country are pouring thousands 
of dollars into the pockets of the reai 
estate ring tn Washington every year in 
payment of rents for Government of- 
fices. 

Shell-like buildings, such as the Cen- 
sus Office, are frequently ~*4e to pay 
for themselves in the cwurse of four 
or five years, after which the profit te 
the owner is enérmous. The Govern- 
inent now, despite the growing number 
of its buildings, is paying annual rent- 
als which net 4 per cent income on a 
total valuation of $28,000,000. 

The total value of every building in 
Washington now occupied by a Govern- 
ment office, including the ground upon 
which it stands,-is not worth one-third 
of this amount. If it were not for 
the Government it is more than probable 
that the owners of many of these build- 
ings would lave to scrape the town for 
tenants at a much reduced rental and in 
some instances the bufldings would 
never have been erected at all and the 
ground upon which they stand would be 
vacant lots.

Should a test case be made, 
Judge Wallace said, he would ask the 
Appellate Court te advance it to a 
hearing. 


Will Uphold the Law. 
The law, Judge Wallace said, is no 


respector of persons. He saw no reason 
why a resident should be indicted and a 
nonresident go free. He concluded: 
“On my oath, I reaffirm that I have 
no desire oer plan to oppress any one, 
but I alse reaffirm my intention te do 
all that a Judge may de in declaring 
the law and laying upon the consciences 
ef grand jurors, Prosecuting Attorneys, 
Marshals, Police Commissioners and 
policemen, the duty of enforcing all of 
our laws, including those intended to 
prevent the desecration of the Sabbath, 
A ‘dead letter’ on the statute book Is a 
shame to the jurisprudence and civiliza- 
tion of any people.’’ 

T. F. Willis, foreman of the grand 
jury, then read a statement to corrobo- 
rate Judge Wallace’s denial and Judge 
Wallace ordered his own and the jury's 
statements entered of recerd. 

Questions \New Judge’s Power. 
The attorneys for the theater man- 
agers indicted by the grand jury for 
Sunday performances are endeavoring to 
take their case out of Judge Wallace's 
court and into the other division of the

Grand Jury Finds Big Loophole in 


the Kentucky Registra- 
tion Law. 





LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 2.—Numerous 
charges and counter charges of illegal 
registration have been made during the 
present campaign and political workers 
haye been busy since the first of Oc- 
tober comparing registration lists and 
preparing matter for presentation to the 
grand jury. 

An extended report was made of the 
efforts to get at the alleged infamies of 
the last registration, and the comp‘uint 
explains why comparatively few true 
bills are found in registration cases and 
why men guilty of buying and selling 
registration certificates were not in- 
dicted. 

This part of the report follows: 

“We would further report that we 
have investigated numerous cases of 
illegal registration anq numerous 
cases of glaring frauds in the recent 
registration, and in all cases where 
we could get the necessary proof we 
have found indictments, but the fail- 
ure of the grand jury to find indict- 
ments ii many cases has been due to 
the fact that we were unable to get 
any evidence by which those persons 
guilty of illegal registration could be 
identified. We have been advised by 
the Attorney for the Commonwealth, 
and in this construction of the law the 
attorneys for both political organiza- 
tions of this city concur, that the law 
providing for the issuing of registra- 
tion certificates does not fix any pen- 
alty for the sale or purchase of such 
certificates, and in this particular the 
law itself is vicious and defective. 
We have, therefore, been powerless to 
correct many of the glaring irregular- 
ities and frauds which have been pre- 
sented to us. We make this statement 
in justice to ourselves and to the pub- 
lic. who have the right to have all 


persons guilty of election frauds 
prosecuted and punished. west | com- 
pleted our labors, we respectfully ask 
the court to he adjourned.

AT 21, HE IS THE AUTHOR 
OF SIX SUCCESSFUL DRAMAS 


Sacha Guitry, Early in Life, Has 
Old Man’s Knowledge 


of Mankind. 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Sacha Guitry, who 
flits from Paris to Londen and back 
with astonishing frequency, is, without 
doubt, the youngest of all the serious 
dramatists. In Bohemian London he is 
as well knewn as he is on the boule- 
vards of his native Paris.' Everybody 
calls him “Guitry” and everybody is 
congratulating him on his recent mar- 
riage. 

Although orly 21 years eld, he has 
written half a dozen plays which, al- 
though found wanting in the matter of 
technique, as was inevitable, are won- 
derful for their knowledge of mankind, 
for their insight into character, and for 
their remarkable precocity. 

His most famous production is the 
daring play “Les Zeaques,”’ in which he 
compares certain sections of Parivian 
society to an imaginary tribe in Africa. 
Here it would probably not have passed 
the censor.

The boy became sick and died after 
eating a quantity of peanuts, and the 
man became ill after eating peanut can- 
dy. <A doctor is said to have attrib- 
uted the man’s sickness to peanuts. This 
aroused Dr. Allen, and he began the 
(0-day experiment. He is now eating 
nothing but peanuts and water, with a 
little wheat, and says that the physi- 
clans may at any time use the stomach 
pump on him to prove that his diet con- 
sists only of peanuts. But his good 
faith has not been questioned. 

After deciding upon the experiment, 
Dr. Allen went to the office of his piny- 
sician, Dr. E. U Banker, who carefu.ly 
éxamined and weighed him, tested his 
heart action, and made a note of his 
general physical condition. These notes 
will be compared with notes made on 
the last day of the peanut food test. 

Dr. Allen is eating only two meals « 
Gay. He is an enthusiastic advocate of 
the no breakfast plan. He has not 
eaten a morning meal for several ywars. 
Before beginning his peanut test he put 
in a large supply of unroasted peanuts, 
and after eating his first meal stated 
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vegetarians are making some of them 
stick. The food trusts are responsible 
for other fads in food. Dr. Allen, an 
ardent vegetarian, believes that the 
day will come when a blend of oats 
will be the most highly prized food 
in the world. ‘‘There is a wide va- 
riety of oats,’ he says, “and they can 
be engrafted one upon another to form 
a good food which will contain every 
substance in the proper proportion 
needed by man for his nourishment.’”’ 
Dr. Allen approached Secretary Wil- 
son of the Department of Agriculture of 
the United States with a proposition 
that the Government undertake the evo- 
lutionary process in bringing oats up 
to his idea of the standard which should 
be realized. He believes that the proj- 
ect he proposed is of to great magni- 
tude and too Important for an individ- 
ual to attempt. If the Secretary of 
Agriculture does not take up the oats 
proposition, Dr. Allen says, he knows 
of some grain growers in England who

Food fads are now as commen as 
frills in millinery. Perhaps there are 
as many food fads te the year as fads 
in hips and hair. In fact, in the Gar- 
den of Eden, apples were the fad before 
fig leaves. Locusts and honey, and 
milk and wine, and manna had their 
day. Fads come and go, but each new 
fad is usually nothing more than a va- 
riation of an old fad. Invention changes 
names. 

A year ago people began drinking 
olive oil, and then it wasn't long before 
olive oj] as a food was applied exter- 
nally to make plump chests and fill in 
hollow necks. The olive oi! fad became 
a craze, and it is still with us. People 
are eating olive oil in everything that 
will take an oll dressing. It is new 
hailed as both a food and a medicine. 
Nowadays, if a thing is found good to 
eat and wholesome it is also found to 
possess medica! virtues, and then con- 
sumption jumps, and then the price 
jumps, and then adulteration comes, 
and then a trust is formed to deal in 
a “pure” brand of whatever it is that 
has become the fad or the crage. 

The vegetarian cult isi responsible for 
many of the new fads ‘nm foods, and the 


will make experiments. He came from 
England to Aurora 20 years ago. 

Drea Fish and Chittenden of Yale, 
according to this Aurora scientist, have 
been werking along the lines he means 
to pursue in regard to finding the best 
feod for human consumption. He 
claims that these experiments, although 
in their infaney, have aiready shown te 
the world that the most economical] and 
strengthening diet does not include 
meat. He says that scientists are com- 
ing to the vegetable idea, and that soon 
they will dine at the vegetarian table. 


“Excepting milk for infants, there is 
no better food than peanuts,"’ says Dr. 
Allen. “Peanuts contain nearly thirty 
per cent of albumen, which is the most 
important of all the elements of food; 


nearly fifty per cent of fat, and less 
than two per cent of starch. Peanuts 
also have the necessary mineral ele- 


ments of food, together with the flesh- 
forming and heat giving elements in 
the best form. Nuts and fruit are the 
natural food of man.” 

Dr. Thomas J. Allen is 42 years old, 
weighs 176 pounds, and ts a little under 
six feet in height. He expects the change 
of. diet to cause a slight loss of flesh, but 
is confident that he will come vut at 
the end of his @ days of peanut diet in 
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Less Meat Eaten Now 


REPORT by the Department 
A of Agriculture states that a 
capital of 10,625 million dol- 
lars is directly concerned in the 
raising of meat animals and their 
slaughtering and packing. 

This amount is five-sixths as large 
as all capital invested in manufac- 
turing in 1904. Seven-eighths of the 
meat and meat products was con- 
sumed in this country. The-report 
Says “that meat consumption per 
capita has declined in this ecoun- 
try since 1840 is plainly indicated.”

the end of 60 days than he was on the 
first day of the odd diet. 


Watching the Experiment. 

His unique experiment is now being 
watched by scientific men, and no doubt 
the food manufacturers are on the qui- 
vive for a new brand of food. Pea- 
nuts when ground work into an oily 
mass and become like butter, and this 
butter soon becomes rancid. But it is 
more than likely that the ingenuity of 
manufacturers will find a way to grind 
peanuts into meal or te flake them and 
still retain the oi] value. Peanut butter 
may be“made at home, and ground pea- 
nuts werked into a mass “go well on 
bread for a sandwich.”’ 

Dr. Allen claims so much mere for the 
peanut diet than is claimed for many 
of the cereal foagis, now chiefly man- 
ufactured for and consumed at break- 
fast, that the success of his experiment 
may give us something new for lunch 
and even for dinner. If this proves the 
case, there is little doubt but that we 
will then consume as much peaniit food 
as we now consume grain food. This 
will be natural, according to Dr. John 
J. Black, author of “Forty Years in 
the Medical Profession,” and of a re 
cent volume, “Eating to Live.”’ 


“People Are Like Sheep.” 

“As to eating and drinking,” says Dr. 
Black, “the majority of human beings 
are much jike sheep. Sheep have no 
idea of the points of the compass; they 
have not the least idea of taking care 
of themselves. They follow any leader, 
any bell-wether, either to safety or to 
death, without any proper instinct of 
self-preservation.”"” Dr. Black thinks 
people should eat and drink from reason 
and not from instinct. What are good 
foods for some people, he says, are 
poisons for others. If he maintains the 
same attitude towards peanuts, Dr. Al- 
len's experiment may not ytd a uni- 
versal food. 

“There is a diet for the young, for 
the man of middle age and for the aged 
person,” writes Dr. Black. “We com- 
mence with milk, the complete food. the 
balanced ration. We go through all the 


luxuries of a lifetime, and, as we ap- 
proach toothless old age, we come back 
again to childhood and to childhood’s 
ration—milk.”’ 

Vegetarianism, called a fad by meat 
eaters, is growing. In all large cities 
there are now vegetarian cafes. One in 
St. Louls now does a good business, 
and for several weeks after the exposure 
of the Chicago packing houses the place 
was crowded. A vegetarian restaurant 
has a menu card as puzzling te meat 
eaters as the names of ordinary French 
dishes are to the patrons of a lunch 
counter. In the vegetarian cafe, the nut 
sandwich is a staple. There they dish 
out ‘‘roasts’’ and “gravies’’ and “cut- 
lets’’ and other things with meaty names, 
but they leave a taste of sage and nuts. 
Out of the packing house scandals 
vegetarianism and the advocacy of “‘old 
school’ eaters of less meat We now have 
the “less meat’ fad, and the fad is 
growing. Pretty soon, unless the trusts 
drops prices, the practice of eating ‘‘less 
meat’ may cause a big slunip in con- 
sumption. Temperance in meat is grow- 
ing in popularity. 


Favors Meat on Menu. 


Those whe advecate moderation say, 
with Dr. Black, that “it has been pretty 
well established that man cannot live 
in health and comfort and enjoy life on 
a vegetable diet alone. It would take a 
peck of potatoes a day to give &@ man 
sufficient proteids for laborteus work. 
He may get everything from vegetahes, 
bu’ not sufficient for a balanced ration 
from a reasonable amount of food. 
Vegetarians are usually fanatics, non- 
producers, but, as a rule, take care of 
their healts and de not dissipate. Those 
who live only on vegetable food and on 
that food which destroys no life to get 
it, such as egEes and milk and its 
products, can get a well-balanced ration. . 
and surely will be better and happier 
than those who take an omniverous

idea of the real American horse was 
conceived. It found birth in the brain of 
Eugene H. Grubb, one of the oldest. 
stock breeders in the land. He has a 
splendid place at Carbondale, Col., the 
pride of the West. 

Mr. Grubb went with his idea to W. 
L. Carlyle, dean of the Department of 
Agriculture at the Colorado State Agri- 
cultural College. Other horse-breeders 
vere told; all waxed enthusiastic. They 
sought the aid of the Government at 
Washington, 

“Fine!"’ said Uncle Sam. 

The idea appealed at once to Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson. The suc- 
cess of the undertaking now seemed as- 
sured. 

With an appropriation from Congress 
a magnificent ranch of 540 acres was 
purchased at Fort Collins, Col. The 
work of securing the most nearly per- 
fect horse in America began at once.

A. most deplorable feature of this sou- 
venir craze ia that pilfering goes on in 
country mansions, and quite a number 
of hosts and hostesses have complained 
bitterly of the manner in which their 
hospitality has been abused by guests 
purioining small articles from the rooms 
to add to their collection of mementoes. 
One society woman has been known to 
boast that she possesses the finest col- 
lection of miscellaneous crests on silver 
teaspoons, each of the latter having been 
begged or stolen from the family to 
which they belonged. 

Articles of historic interest, which are 
to be found In many old country man- 
sions, are much coveted by souvenir 
hunters. A certain nobleman, whose col- 
lection of armor and ancient weapons is 
one of the finest in the country, has ab- 
solutely refused to allow his guests to 
inspect his treasures because severai pis- 
tola, swords and daggers have been 
taken by previous visitors.

The police of a town wake up some 
morning to find.the safe of their lead- 
ing bank looted. and the method of 
the cracksman identifies the work as 
that of the scientific burglar. 


All sorts cf conjectures have been 
made as to his probable avpeurance 
and antecedents. ne journalist 
juesses that he is a college’ professor 
turned burgler. Another surmises that 
he is a student of science who could 
not resist the temptation to open safes 
at night when he learned how easily it 
could be done. 

May Imitate Him in America. 

“Technica! Literature,” a scientific 
‘nagazine published in New York, in 
telling of the startling doings of this 
unique robber, predicts that he wil! 
soon have many imitators in this coun- 
‘ry, even if ne does not take a trip 
“Mimself to America. 

The lost operation of this burglar was 
in Dresden, and is described as fol- 
lows by Mr. Norton in his consular re- 
port to the United States Government: 

“A Very wealthy money changer had a 
room in a hotel in Dresden and kept 
large sums of money in his safe there. 
The bcientific Burgiar, dressed as a tour- 
ist, and having a large number of 
trunks, secured the room upon the next 
floor, immediately above thai of the 
money changer. At nignt he pierced a 
small hole in the Aoor uf his room. Re- 
neath lay a thick layer of cement. To 
have punched e@ hole through this would 


have caused large chunks of cement to 
fall upon the floor below and the noise 
might have areused someone. 


“To avoid this the burglar made a 
small hole through the cement ceiling 
of the money-changer’s room and put a 
closed umbrella tnrough jt, with the 
handle upward. The umbrella was then 
opened, the handle secured above and it 
thus received without nolse all the frag- 
ments of cement which were dislodged 
as the hole was enlarged so as to allow 
the easy passage of a person. 

Prepared for Thorough Work. 

“By means of a rope ladder the de- 
scent was readily made into the office 
below. Curtains were drawn and vith 
heavy blankets a tent was constructed 
around the safe so thick that no ray of 
light could pass through. 


»’“Next the robher brought down two 
cylinders of compressed oxygen and an 
acetylene generator charged with cal- 
cium carbide and water. With these he 
was able to produce a blowpipe fiame of 
such intensity that steel fuses in it like 
lead in an ordeinary gas jet. It required 
but a brief space of time to melt away 
so much of the door that the contents 
ef the safe were accessible. They were 
carr ed to the room above. At an early 
hour the robber left his lodgings and 
disappeared without trace. Not even the 
yotel clerk could give a description of 
him,” 
Electric Lights No Obstacle. 

In another instance this most ingeni- 
ous of burglars robbed the safe of a 
bank which stood upon a street corner 
in a German town. The office of the 
bank had large plate glass windows 
through which the steel vault behind 
the counter was in plain view from the 
street. An electric light burned all 
night in the office and a watchman 
upon the street was in the habit of pass- 
ing the windows and looking in each 
haif hour throughout the night. 


The Scientific Burglar deceived this 
watchman by means of a drop curtain 
painted to look exactly like the interior 
of the bank. After the watchman had 
passed upon ene of his rounds the bur- 
giar entered the bank by, means ot 
skeleton keys and hastily tacked up his

curtain from celling te floor and from 
wall to wall across the office in front 
of the counter. The watchman, looking 
in upon his next round, thought he saw 
the counter and the vault behind it, but 
in reality he saw -only a painted cur- 
tain, and behind that curtain was the 
Scientific Burglar working quietly and 
as safely as if no watchman was with- 
in a mile of him. With his portable 
oxy-acetylene blowpipe he melted the 
steel door of the safe as easily as if it 
had been made of cheese. He walited a 
few minutes for the edges of the meatal] 
to cool and then he crawled through the 
hole into the vault and, with his '‘an- 
tern,.

When the news of this clever robbery 
went out one of the great safemakers 
of Paris said in an interview published 
in the “Figaro” of that city: 

“It is evident from this experience 
that the builders of safes must provide 
for new contingeneies in their construc. 
tion. The simple, light, acetylene gen- 
erators, vow ti: widespread use, and 
the equally simple oxygen generators, 
charged with water and sodium perox- 
ide, the heavier cylinders of com- 
pressed oxygen, place at the service of 
the intelligent crook the possibilities of 
openin~ the strongest safes in existence 
rapidly and noiselessiy, provided the op- 
erator can be screened from observa- 
tion.

What Will Bankers Do? 

“Some large safes are sof disposed that 
they are under frequent observation by 
watchmen looking through windows. 
Usually this observation is confined to 
the doors of bank vaults or the like, al- 
though in the case of globular safes it 
practically extends to all exposed sides. 
In the greater majority of cases exist- 
ing safes would offer next to no diffi- 
culty to a skillful cracksman if able to 
work without being seen. It is evident 
that owners will be forced henceforth 


to adopt such measures, ad “Will reduce 
to a minimum all pussibilities of access 
to free-standivg, movab.ie safes or lLiie 
hidden sides of safes, embedded in ce- 
ment or masonry.

Would Make Burglar Weep. 

One ingenious scientist of Berlin has 
suggested a plan to make the-Scientific 
Purglar weep so copiously when he 
tapped a safe that he could not see and 
he would have to leave to escape tem- 
porary blindness. This would be caused 
by the introduction into the safe of 
a small ‘bottle of ethyl-dichlor-acetate, 
which, when broken, would rapidly vol- 
atilize and the fumes would cause such 
a profuse and, persistent weeping that 
the burglar would be forced to retreat. 

Another has suggested that the break- 
ing of a tube of liquid ammonia would 
render immediate withdrawal! imperative 
under peril of suffocation. A chemist

ANNIBALISM and murder of the 
C sick and infirm have been prac- 

ticed recently by the Indians in

The savages have been driven to eat 
human h by the lack of. natural 
food, andthe slaying of the helpless 
has been a grewsome factor in that 
struggle for existence in which only 
the fittest survive. 

The stories published from Canada of 
late are of a kind to make the blood 
cMill in the veins. They tell of gaunt 
hunger, of horrible suffering, or, mur- 
ders by strangulation and burning at 
the stake, of mothers cooking and eat- 
ing the bodies of their own babes, and 
other kindred horrors. 

The dull savages, but little above the 
brute under the most favorable circum- 
stances, have been lashed by starvation 
into a condition more coldly and terribly 
cruel than the famished tiger. 

Sick and Infirm Slain. 

Press dispatches from Wiunipeg, Man- 
itoba. assict that the Canadian authori- 
ties have taken measures to stop the 
inhuman practice among the famine-ria- 
den Indians. 

A number of Indian chiefs were tried 
recently at Norway House, a fert of 
the Hudson Bay Co., and one, Chief 
‘Joseph Peseghan ef the Salteux tribe, 
was condemned te be hanged. Another, 
CGhief Jack of the Sucker band of the

ers named Rae, were tried also on rhe 
charge of murder. 

It is reported that in the tribe to 
which these, ‘braves’ belong there have 
been numerous brutal murders of the 
sick and infirm, slain for no other rea- 
s0n than that, amid the general pover- 
ty, the care of the helpless seemed too 
great an undertaking for the tribe. 


Testimony of Eyelids. 


Eyelids, a Salteux Indian of the Crane 
band, gave detatled testimony about the 
manner in which these murders were 
perpetrated, he himself having particl- 
pated in several of the strangulations 
and roastings by means of which the 
tribe got rid of its dependent members 
Eyelids, according to the Winnipeg dis- 
patches, will be detained until after the 
execution of Chief Joseph, and then be 
sent back to his own people “to tel! 
then: what happens .o murderers."’ 


In the course of his testimony Eye- 
lids gave a graphic account of one pe- 
cullarly horrible butchery. The poor 
victim, compelled to die that the meag- 

ie0d be divided in larger portions. 
p i hret partially strangled by the In- 
dian process, which will be described 
later, and then placed en a platform 
ever a huge fire and roasted to death 
slowly, while the tribe, with pitiless eyes 
and ears, watched his writhings and 
Ustened te his harrowing screams. 

Others were put te death by strangu- 
lation alone, while others were tied te 
the stake and burned to death without 
any preliminary strangulation. 


The method by which this strangula- 
tion is accomplished is unique and char- 
acteristic of the Indian and the wild, 
almost impenetrable forests in which he 
lives. It is described by witnesses thus: 

The victim is laid on the ground, his 
limbs securely bound with thongs. A 
heavy thong in slipknot is placed about 
his neck, the other end being tied to a 
stout sapling. The sapling is bent to the 
ground befor: the thong is tied, the 
thong being only three or four feet 
long 

When the horribly ingenious hang- 
men have finished their preparations the 
sapling is released. First it filles up- 
ward to the perpendicular, but does 
not: stop at the normal position. The 
weight of the body attache@ to it car- 
ries it nearly to the ground on the other 
side. After swaying back and forth for 
a few moments, pendulum-iike, the sap- 
ling finally ceases to move, bent only 
at the top by the dead body tied there. 
The jerking of the sapling almost al- 
ways breaks the neck of the victim. 


Other Atrocious Practices. 


But, awful as are these strangula- 
tions and burnings at the stake, even 
more atrocious things have been re- 
ported by Editor Osborne of the Ft. 
Francis Times, who recently returned 
frem a six-menths’ exploring trip 
through the euntry where the famine 
prevails. ie 

At Meese Facter) Mr. Osborne met an 
Indian youth, fleeing in abject terror 
from ap uncle far back in the forests, 
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whom, the boy said, was killing and 
eating human beings. The youth, dread- 
ing a like fate for himself at the hands 
of cannibalistic relatives, had rur away 
to the white men for protection. The 
young Indian declared that his uncle 
was not the only parson who engaged 
in such inhuman practices. 

Of that fact Mr. Osborne found cor- 
roborative evidence at the very settle- 
ment to which the youth had fled. An 
Indian woman was pointed out to nim 
as having last winter killed and eaten 
two of her own children. 

She explained with absolutely no show 
of feeling that there was nothing else 
to do. There was no game, she said, 
no deer or rabbits and “one had to eat.” 

“It is my opinion,” said Mr. Osborne 
on his return, “judging from what I 
saw and heard while on my trip, that 
cannibalism is practiced openly among 
the Indians between James Bay and 
Labrador. It was partly brought about 
by extreme want and the unusua! scar- 
city of game and partly indulged 1 
through sheer bestial love of the prac- 
Lice.’”’ 


An Ancient Indian Custom. 


The custom of ridding the tribe of 
the aged and infirm in times of want is 
an ancient one among the Indians. But 
the usual practice was to leave the dé- 
pendent ones with a little food and 
drink in the wilderness when the tribe 
moved on to another camping or hunt- 
ing ground. 


A pathetic case of this kind is de- 
scribed in “The North American Indi- 
ans,” a work by George Catlin, a fa- 
mous explorer, whe in 1882 set out from 
the village of St. Louis, then a fron- 
Uer trading post, and spent years among 
the tribes of the Northwest. Of aban- 
donment Catlin has written: 


“When we were about to start on our 
way up the river from the village of 
the Puncahs, we found that they were 
packing all their goods and preparing 
to start for the prairies, farther west. 
My attention was directed by Maj. San- 
ford, the Indian agent, te ene ef the 
most miserable and heipless-looking ob- 
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jects that I had ever seen in my life, 
a very aged and emaciated man of the 
tribe, whom he said was to be ‘ex- 
posed.’ 

“The tribe were going where hunger 
and dire necessity compelled them to 
vo, and this pitiable object, who had 
once been a chief and a man of dis- 
tinction, who was now too old to travel, 
being reduced to mere skin and bones, 
was to be left to starve, or meet with 
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and his bones be picked by the wolves! 
“This old veteran’s eyes were dimmed, 
his venerable locks were whitened by 
a hundred years, his limbs were al- 
most naked and trembling as he sat 
by a small fire which his friends had 
left him, with a few aticks within 
his reach and a buffalo’skin stretched 
upon some crotches over his head. Such 
was to be his only dwelling and such

HE RECENT St. Louis balloon 
races took place just 125 years 
after the first successful balloon 


“A shout of foy rang through Eu- 
rope,’’ says Historian Hation Turnor, 
in “The Great Eveats by Famous His- 
torians.”’ 

Turnor quotes the description of the 
ascension then circulated among the 
people which enthused the whole of Eu- 
rope: 

‘On Thursday, June 5, 178, the 
States of Vivarais heing assembled at 
Annonay (37 miles from Lyons), Messrs. 
Montgolfier invited them to see _ their 
new aerostatic experiment. - 

‘Imagine the surprise of the depu- 
ties and spectators on seeing in the pub- 
lic square a ball, 110 feet in circum- 
ference, attached at its base to a wood- 
en frame of 16 feet -surface. This 
enormous bag, with frame, weighed 300 
pounds, and could contain 22,000 feet of 
yanor. 

‘**Imagine the general astonishment 
when the inventors announced that, as 
soon as it should be filled with gas— 
which they had a simple means of mak- 
inge—it would rise of itself to the clouds, 
One must here remark that, notwith- 
atanding the general confidence in the 
knowledge and wisdom of Messrs. Mont- 
golfier, such an experiment appeared 
so incredible to those who were pres- 
ent, that all doubted of its success. 

“ ‘Rut Messrs. Montgolfier, taking it in 
hand, proceeded to make the vapors, 
which gradually swell it out till it as- 
sumes a beautiful form. 

“ ‘Strong arms are now required to re- 
tain it’ at a given signal it is loosed, 
rises with rapidity, and in 10 minutes ai- 
tains a height of 600 feet; it proceeds 
7668 feet in a horizontal direction, and 
gently falls to the ground.

France, the experiments which led to it 
were made in England. The great event 
was even caricatured. 

“In a discourse at the Academy of 
Lyons,” writes this historian, “Jacques 
Montgolfier says that a French copy of 
Priestley’s ‘Experiments Relating to 
the Different Kinds of Air’ came in his 
way, and was to him like light in dark- 
ness: as from that moment he con- 
ceived the possibility of navigating the 
air, but, after some experimenta ‘in 
gas, he again tried smoke and hot air. 

“In Paris this intelligence caused 1 
meeting of savants, who, by the advice 
of M. Faujas de Saint-Fond, started a 
public subscription for defraying the 
expense of making inflammable gas, the 
materials of which’ were expensive: One 
thousand pounds of iron filings and 4% 
pounds of sulphuric acid were consumed 
to fill a globular bag of ee s'lk, 
which. for the first time, was designated 
a ballon, or balloon, as we it, 
meaning a great ball.” 

The filling gf the balloon commenced 
on Aug. 23, in the Place des Victoires. 
Daily bulletins of progress were pub- 
lished. The crowd became so immense 
that the balloon was moved on the night 
of the 2th to the Champ-de-Mars, a 
distance of two miles. “It was done se- 
eretly and in the dark, to afoid a mob.” 

Here is the historian's description by 
an eye-witness: 

‘‘No more wonderful scene could be 
imagined than the balloon being thus 
conveyed, preceded by lighted torches, 
surrounded by a cortege, and escorted 
by a detachment of foot and horse 
guards; the nocturnal march, the form 
and capacity of the body carried with 
s0 much precaution: the silence that 
reigned, the unseasonabie hour, all tend- 
ed to give a singularity ard mystery 
truly imposing to all those who were 
unacquainted with the cause. The cab- 
drivers on the road were so astonished 
that they were impelled te stop their 
carriages, and te kneel humbly, hat in

anxious spectaters. A cannen was dis- 
charged at 6 p m, as @ signal The

balloon rose. The people were sur- 
prised. The balloon soared to a height 
of 3123 feet in two minutes, and then 
entered the clouds. ¢ 


After three-quarters of an hour the 
balloon fell in a fleld near Gonesse, a 
village, 15 miles from the Cahmp-de- 
Mars. “The descent was imputed to 
a tear in the silk.” 

“The effect on. the inhabitants of this 
village,”’ says the historian, ‘‘well illus- 
trates that the human character with 
an unawakened intellect is the same in 
all countries and apes: 

“*For on first sight it is supposed by 
many to have come from another world; 
many fiy; others, more sensible, think 
it a monstrous bird. After it has 
alighted, there is yet motion in ft from 
the gas it still contains. A smail crowd 
gains courage from numbers, and for 
an hour approaches by gradual steps, 
hoping meanwhile the monster will take 
flight. At length one holder than the 
rest takes his gun, stalks carefully te 
within shot, fires, witnesses the mon- 
ster shrink, gives a shout of triumph, 
and the crowd rushes in with flalls and 
pitchforks. One tears what he thinks 
to be the skin, and causes a poisonous 
stench; again,ail retire. Shame, ne 
doubt, now urges them on, and they 
tle the cause ‘of alarm to a horse’s 
tail, who gallops across the country, 
tearing it te shreds.’ ”’ 

In order to assure the public there

A Gigantic Undertaking. 

For years the salvation of the coun- 
ties has been a puzzling problem to 
the engineers. It was to be seen that 
it would require a gigantic undertak- 
ing to free the land from the dread 
of the river. It was not until lately 
that the people along the river and 
back in the county were prepared to 
take up such a big “uestion and to 
make the sacrifice. 

The plat of the proposed course was 
drawn up by Maj, Thomas Casey of 
the United States Engineering Corps, 
with the engineers, O. H. Ernst, B. M. 
Harrod and T. G. Dabney. The map 
of the proposed survey has been on 
exhibition at BeNeville and at Ed- 
wh.*talle. he survey to determine 
just how. high the levee would have to 
be made and the width of the canal. 
a» well as the amount of space, need- 
ing protection, was made from the 
months of July to October, 1905. It 
was backed by railroads, corporations, 
East St. Louis citizens and persons 
within the territory who were inter- 
ested in the proposition. 

All this section of Illinois has been 
endangered several times by the en- 
croachments of the Mississippi River. 
Thousands of dollars in damage has 
been done by the river. Homes have 
been swept away and lives taken. 


Year of the Big Flood. 


The ereatest flood was in the yeas 1844, 
when the high water mark was set. 

In this year the property of the 
early German settlers was destroyed 
in wholesale quantitjes. Water stood 
on the present street of Broadway. 
The only equal to that great flood was 
in 1903, but even then the water did 
not reach the volume of 184.
